“MAN WANTS BUT LITTLE HERE 
BELOW’”’ 


That old saying ought to be changed to read 
“needs” instead of ‘‘wants,’’ for what we need 
and what we want are two very different things. 
We need but little, but we want the earth with a 
frame around it, and then some. Also we not 
only want a whole lot more than we need, but 
we want more than is good for us and more 
than we ought to have. 

We heard one man say to another recently: 
“There are only two things which I have got to 
have in all this world, and those are a hunk of 
black bread and a cup of water.” 

After our friend departed, that remark and its 
great truth kept ringing in our ears. It speaks 
volumes. A hunk of black bread and a cup of 
water is all we have actually got to have—the 
rest is just what we want, or think we want. 

Probably it would be well to modify that to 
include some sort of habitation, in some climates, 
at least, though maybe a cave would do even 
for that, in a pinch, and many people over in 
Europe right now have not even caves, only holes 
they dig in the ground.

The point is that there are thousands of things 
we spend good money for that we would be a lot 
better off without. Not half of the people who 
buy and maintain an automobile have any busi- 
ness with one at all, and can’t afford it, and 
couldn't buy it if they paid their honest debts. 
There are a lot of people riding around in mag- 
nificent autos from whom you can't collect a bill 
without resorting to harsh measures. Others run 
to fine clothes, fine furniture and trimmings, fine 
jewelry and jewels, and no end of similar junk, 
nearly all of which they purchase on the install- 
ment plan, paying a dollar down and a dollar a 
week the rest of their lives. And half of them 
have not money enough in the house or in bank 
to buy a coffin and pay the i®idertaker if they 
were to die tomorrow. It’s all wrong. 

A hunk of rye bread and a cup of water are 
the only two things we have to have. The rest 
are largely superfluous, according to how you have 
been raised and im what channels your mtt#is run. 


THE SWING OF THE PENDELUM 


When the pendelum swings to the right or 
left, it always has to swing back again, and 
then it always swings just as far to the one side 
as it did to the other. 

And so it is with people. They swing one way 
and then in time swing back, and in swinging 
back they go to one extreme as much as they 
did to the other.
